brought in by purchase, and on whom 
waivers must be asked- before sending them 
out to toil in the minors again, Of course, 
one would hardly expect to find an agree- 
ment between officials of the Browns and 
Cardinals.

Must Run Waiver Gauntlet 

As a result of this suspicion, he has ruled 
that any of these players, about to be re- 
turned to the minors, must pass the full 
muster of waivers not earlier than April 
1. More than that, the commissioner has 
decreed that if a club claims one of these 
purchased players, he must go to the claim- 
ing “club .at the draft price in effect in 
the particular league from which he came, 
if waivers are not withdrawn. 

This means that a lad purchased from, 
say, San Francisco, who had become draft- 
eligible in Class AA, because of four years 
of O. B. service, for $30,000, would go to 
a claiming club for $7,500, the Double A 
draft price, if surrendered on waivers. 
It means that the Phillies, the Athletics, 
or any major club, could claim a $30,000 
athlete for $7,500, providing the club which 
had bought his contract figured he wasn’t 
quite ready and that another year in AA 
would equip him for the real thing.
